Each  year  we  test  about  500  new  varieties  ot  our  own  origination.  From  this 
number,  we  usually  select  about  forty  or  fifty  for  testing  during  the  following 
year.  Of  these,  from  two  to  four  are  later  selected  for  dissemination.  For 
years  we  have  devoted  one  entire  greenhouse  and  approximately  20,000  plants 
to  this  breeding  and  testing  of  seedlings. 

This  year  we  are  offering  four  new  seedlings  of  which  we  are  especially  proud. 
They  are  unquestionably  the  finest  new  varieties  we  have  ever  offered  the  trade 
at  one  time  in  our  entire  history.  All  four  have  been  thoroughly  tested  in  every 
way,  and  we  do  not  hesitate  to  recommend  their  purchase.

PARAGON 

A  lovely,  vivid  deep  pink.  The  color  is  slightly  deeper  than  that  of  My 
Love,  and  it  is  more  uniform  throughout  the  season.  The  bloom  has  the  same 
form  as  My  Love,  but  is  a  little  larger.  The  plants  are  heavier,  stronger  and 
less  grassy  than  are  those  of  My  Love.  The  stem  is  long  and  strong.  There  is 
almost  never  any  splitting,  and  there  is  far  less  fading  than  occurs  with  most 
of  the  present  day  deep  pink  varieties.  Production  is  high,  and  keeping  and 
shipping  qualities  are  unsurpassed. 

For  several  years  we  have  tried  to  breed  a  deep  pink  carnation  which  would 
produce  and  keep  as  well  as  My  Love,  but  which  would  be  stronger  and 
healthier  and  which  would  not  fade  or  split  as  badly  as  do  practically  all 
existent  deep  pinks.  We  now  have  such  a  variety  in  PARAGON,  and  we 
are  replacing  our  other  standard  deep  pink  varieties  with  it  as  rapidly  as 
we  are  able. 

NOTE:  PARAGON  is  NOT  a  selected  or  improved  My  Love.  It  is  a  distinct 
variety,  a  cross  of  two  of  our  own  unnamed  seedlings. 


LUXURY 

This  is  a  medium  sized  bloom  of  bright  scarlet  with  fringed  petals  and  form 
similar  to  that  of  Spectrum  Supreme,  but  not  quite  as  large  as  Spectrum. 
It  is  not  an  exhibition  bloom,  but  is  a  practical,  money-making  commercial 
carnation.  It  is  outstanding  because  it  has  a  long,  substantial  stem  which 
is  always  erect  and  stiff,  the  calyx  does  not  split,  the  blooms  do  not  bleach 
or  discolor  at  any  time  as  do  most  available  reds,  and  its  production  is  not 
surpassed  by  any  standard  red  variety.  The  plants  are  larger,  bushier  and 
heavier  than  those  of  Spectrum.  They  are  vigorous  and  disease-resistant. 
The  flowers  are  good  keepers  and  shippers.

We  had  originally  planned  that  this  catalog 
would  be  ready  before  the  first  of  October, 
but  a  series  of  unforseen  events  prevented 
our  securing  the  color  plates  for  our  booklet. 

Carnations  came  into  flower  very  late  this 
year,  and  we  were  compelled  to  wait  for 
blooms  to  photograph.  Next,  although  we 
were  under  the  impression  that  we  were  em- 
ploying  the  most  skillful  engravers  in  this 
section,  we  encountered  all  kinds  of  delays 
with  the  engraving. 

Not  only  were  we  unnecessarily  delayed,  but 
the  finished  plates  were  very  unsatisfactory. 
They  did  not  show  the  detail  of  the  flowers 
nor  their  true  color.  We  were  very  dis- 
appointed,  for  we  wanted  you  to  see  the  real 
beauty  of  these  two  lovely  seedlings. 

We  contemplated  showing  the  pictures  in 
black  and  white,  but  we  did  not  want  to  do 
that.  We  could  not  wait  three  more  weeks 
to  have  new  color  plates  made.  Finally  we 
decided  to  print  the  plates  as  they  were,  and 
to  offer  this  apology. 

We  will  endeavor  to  show  these  varieties  at 
as  many  meetings  and  exhibitions  as  possible 
this  winter  so  you  may  perhaps  have  an  op¬ 
portunity  to  see  the  flowers  themselves.

We  are  rated  by  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  as  a  CLASS  1 
establishment,  free  of  Japanese  Beetles  and  authorized  to  issue 
certificates  guaranteeing  the  condition  of  the  stock  we  sell.  If 
you  are  a  classified  grower  within  the  quarantine  area,  you  will 
require  such  certificates.  These  will  be  issued  ONLY  WHEN  YOU 
REQUEST  THEM  AT  THE  TIME  OF  PLACING  YOUR  ORDER.  We 
are  not  allowed  to  issue  them  after  shipment  has  been  made,  and 
we  cannot  issue  them  unless  you  request  them.  Shipments  outside 
of  the  quarantine  area  automatically  carry  certificates,  and  no 
request  for  them  need  be  made.  Being  a  CLASS  1  establishment, 
we  are  not  required  to  wash  the  soil  from  the  roots  of  the  plants 
nor  treat  them  chemically  in  any  way.  Thus  you  are  assured  of 
securing  clean  stock  in  the  best  possible  condition. 


GUARANTEE 

Every  cutting  sold  by  us  is  carefully  selected  from  clean,  vigorous  plants 
by  specially  trained  men.  There  are  no  top  or  leggy  cuttings  which  are 
likely  to  produce  poor  flowers.  There  are  no  hard  cuttings  taken  from  the 
bases  of  the  plants  and  which  are  slow  and  subject  to  disease.  These  cut¬ 
tings  are  all  treated  with  potassium  permanganate  then  rooted  cool  and 
slow  in  clean,  government  inspected  sand  which  is  also  treated  with  potas¬ 
sium  permanganate.  No  sand  is  used  for  more  than  one  lot  of  cuttings. 

We  cannot,  of  course,  guarantee  results,  but  we  can  and  do  guarantee  that 
every  cutting  you  buy  from  us  will  be  a  well-formed  heel  cutting  of  good 
size,  healthy,  well-rooted,  expertly  packed  and  satisfactory  in  every  way.

WARNING 


Experience  has  shown  us  that  most  of  our  orders  will  be  received  during 
January  and  February  and  that  the  majority  of  these  orders  will  call  for 
immediate  delivery.  A  great  many  thoughtful  growers  will  place  their  orders 
far  in  advance  and  thus  be  assured  of  delivery  on  the  date  that  they  want 
their  stock.

TWO  HUNDRED  FIFTY  CUTTINGS,  or  more,  of  any  one  variety  are  billed  at 
the  1000  rate. 


SMALL  ORDERS  are  welcomed,  but  prices  on  all  orders  for  50  cuttings  or  less 
of  any  one  variety  will  be  20%  more  than  the  cost  per  cutting  at  the  100  rate. 
No  orders  will  be  accepted  for  fewer  than  25  cuttings  of  any  one  variety. 

SPECIAL  RATES.  On  all  orders  of  2000  cuttings,  10%  may  be  deducted  from 
the  list  price,  provided  that  not  more  than  ten  varieties  are  ordered.  Write  for 
special  prices  on  all  orders  for  more  than  2000  cuttings. 

DISCOUNTS.  We  allow  a  5%  discount  if  cash  accompanies  the  order  or 
if  the  order  is  shipped  C.O.D.  A  discount  of  2%  is  allowed  if  payment  is  made 
within  ten  days  of  the  date  of  shipment. 

PAYMENTS  must  be  made  on  or  before  the  20th  of  the  month  following  the 
date  of  shipment  unless  previous  arrangement  has  been  made  in  writing 
with  us.
